This was not a day and 
date calendar as generally known now, but contained a collection of sayings, 
proverbs and quotations, contributed by village people and others, one for each 
date of the month. For Ist March, for example, we find "Namre gives to every 
time and season some beauties of its own", sent in by Mrs. Gertrude Rule, and 
for the last day of the month "Those who bring sunshine to the lives of others 
cannot keep it from themselves", (Miss S. Smith). 


The calendar was sold in aid ofthe Church Tower Restoration Fund which 

needed £300 for urgent repairs. Mounted copies of the linocut were sold for 
1/6d., or 2/64. on special paper and signed by, the artist. Mrs. Alice Sykes, 
Market Place, lent us her copy of the calendar from which this cover was taken.

"THE FAMILY ' 

This play, which cannot be called a ‘Passion’ or an 'Easter' play, as it deals 
with the whole of the life of Jesus, is not in the usual mould of religious 
plays, for it is so different that it requires more than the ordinary skill on 
the part of the producer (Jean Ward), and the cast. 


The story of the birth, life, death and resurrection of Jesus is told from the 
point of view of his relations = the Family - hence the title of the play. This 
would be interesting indeed, but there is another dimension, that of contemporary 
society. 


The author, without setting the play in the twentieth century and ‘flashing back' 
nor setting it in the time of Jesus and ‘flashing forward’, has combined the two 
which presented problems for the producer, especially as there are no stage

CORRES PONDENCE 


February 14th 1978 Dear Editor, 

The letter on South Africa would have been far more informative if David 

Wall had told us why, despite his modified thinking, he is still anti-apartheid. 
All we gather from our news media is that it is the segregation of black from 
white and the tribes from each other. but = to what purpose? Could be another 
variant of the old divide and rule gambit, which is feasible when one remembers 
that the blacks, in their totality, outnumber the whites twenty to one. 


On the other hand, it could be one of those ideas, so good in theory, which: : 
bring disaster in practice because they are not related to reality. Unless 

we know the reason behind the deed, we cannot say, with any desree of certainty, 
whether an action is good, evil, or just plain stupid.

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“THE MOTORWAY DECISION: HOW WILL I? AFFECT DEDDINGTON? 


During the last decade many words have been written and spoken with great 
passion for and against motorways. We, in Deddington, were involved with the 
proposed line for a Banbury by-pass in the 60s, and again in the public 
participation exercise for the proposed M40 in the 70s. 


“Ln the 60s we decided to substantiate our feelings with facts and figures. 
We counted the traffic, recorded noise levels, timed crossings and number of 
crossings across the A423, ne them altogether in a report "Deddington, the 
Divided Village". This proved without doubt that the road is overloaded, 
the noise levels are above the official acceptance level and there is incon= 
venience, This work resulted in the Line of the Banbury by-pass. being amended 
to include Deddington. 


The 70s saw a change of emphasis, resulting in the proposed M40 extension being 
seen primarily as a relief to the Ml. 


Once again a new road is proposed. #ill this one solve our problems? Con= 
sider for a moment the origin and destination of the majority of heavy goods 
vehicles using the three main roads in Oxfordshire, A344, A423, A41. I would 
suggest that by far the greater number are serving Southampton Docks, car works 
and midland industry. Will these vehicles use the new road, with the emphasis 
still towards London and no real information on the link around the north of 
Oxford? If not, Oxfordshire will provide the land, and the towns and villages 
will continue to suffer. The downgraling of the proposed road could add to the 
problem as there may well be many more access roads, the BHO31 for example. 

How will this affect Deddington? 


Would individual by=passes be the answer? The close proximity of the towns 

and villages needing relief would lead to a greater loss of land and, I believe, 
more damage to the Oxfordshire landscape. The by-pass could also affect trade 
in the towns and villages by funnelling away too much traffic... 


It is too.easy to.argue for a new road if it is to be in someone else's. back 
garden. It is also.naive to believe the car and the lorry will go away. . We 
desperately need a new road. I believe it should be a motorway as this will 
ensure controlled access and development, but we must help to ensure that 
priority.is given for a:link around the north of Oxford to the access, : 


I hope these comments will promote some discussion and I look forward to reading 
the next edition of this newspaper.

NATURAL WOOD SHELVES MADE 
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THE _TCHURE 


We have received a letter from Jonathan and Melanie Hughes-Jones concerning 
an article in the Oxford Times of 10 February under the heading "Threat to 
Wall Causes Clash”. 


To put the letter in context, the story started in April 1977 when Triprocus 
Properties Ltd. applied for permission to build two cottages fronting on to 
the.Tchure with vehicle access from Hudson Street. This would involve de- 
molishing part or all of the wall on the south side of the Tchure adjoining 

the Pottery. The application was in outline form only, without drawings, and 
after-some procedural errors in discussion, it was passed by the Parish Council 
on 27 April. Cherwell District Council asked for more details, but before 
debate took place, a letter bearing 10 signatures of Deddington residents 
persuaded the Department of the Environment to add the wall to the list of 
historical buildings. 


Certainly there is divided opinion on the fate of the wall. Those in favour 
of its demolition say it is in a dangerous condition and has neither archi- 
tectural nor historical interest. It is not as old as is claimed, they say. 
The wall has undoubtedly been patched up over the years and the stone face 

is backed with brick. The preservationists say that to maintain the essential 
character of the Tchure, the 12 ft. high continuous ironstone wall must be 
retained at its present length on the south side. They feel that if the wall 
is dangerous it could be rebuilt in its original style. 


Cherwell District Council refused the application on the grounds of unsatis= 
factory access. A second application, in February 1978, gave rise to the 
Oxford Times' article referred to in the Hughes-Jones' letter which follows: 


"Priday the 10th February's Oxford Times carried an article about 
the listed wall in the Tchure. It implied that the village was 
‘divided’ over the fate of the wall. In fact there is, as far as 
we are concerned, no 'clash' and even though we are concerned. about 
the planning application to demolish part of the wall, we have 

no personal vendetta against Mr. O'Neill, the owner of the wall. 

We hope that this puts the record straight for anyone who was 
annoyed, as we were, at the implications in this article."

Future of the Windmill School: Mr. Drake reported on the meeting he and Mr. 
Welford i held 4 with representatives of Oxfordshire County Council. The Warriner 
School has no further use for the buildings so the site will be let or sold, 
as a whole or in parts. If Deddington were to show, interest in any. part like 
the Hall, or in the whole area including the Sports Field, the authorities 
would be sympathetic and would carry discussions further. No idea has been 
given of rent, but certainly if the ¢.C. is looking for rent on a commercial 
scale, there is no way that the Parish Council can meet this. What they. are . 
hoping for is a “peppercorn" rent on the grounds of the hall being a village 
amenity. 


Mr. Ward felt that before negotiations continue the Council should establish 
what use the buildings would get and what the upkeep would be. Councillors — 
agreed, however, that the onus is.on them to declare their interest in the 
site and to continue discussions without commitment. As a postscript, Mr. 
Drake said it would not be the end of the Adult Education Centre if the 
Windmill closed = the Primary School could provide the necessary room.

Techomes Development, Clifton: Mr, Gardner reported the concern felt by Clifton 
residents at the proposed housing estate development near Tithe Lane. Clifton 
is not on main drainage, so the development would have its own sewage plant 

to treat effluent which would then be piped across private land, both gardens 
and agricultural, to the river. Planning permission for the development has 
already been granted, but Mr. Gardner felt Councillors should be aware of 
Clifton residents" concern. Mr. Welford said that the legal position is that 
if a private developer wishes to take effluent or surface water over private 
land, the land owners must receive notice of the intention and they can object. 
Several residents have made it known that they will object and the objections 
cannot be overriden. The alternative route for the water would be via the 
roadway. Planning permission is not necessary for this routing, but it will 
be far more costly for the developer.
